END OF A LIBEL CASE. 


A very remarkable case terminated iu 


the Comity Court last evening. It was 
an notion upon an indictment presented 
by the Inst Grand Jury against one G. 
W. Still for a libel published in a small 
sheet in San Francisco; and Miranda 
Kimball, of Brooklyn township, was the 
injured party. Tho case occupied tho 
Court for two days, and wai chiefly no- 
table for tho acrimony exhibited by 
opposing counsel and the savage earnest- 
ness with which every point was eon- 
tested. The indictment was based upon 
the following allegations, which were 
embodied in a communication written by 
Still to the paper referred to:
